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PLEASE TO REMEM 


Visitors to Deddington church nearly always comment on the wooden crosses 
hung on the wall around the north porch. Why are they there? 


The answer is fairly simple. They were the actual wooden crosses which 
marked the graves of those who fell, mostly in Francé and Belgium, in thé 
1914-18 War. When the War Graves Commission built new cemetaries with 
permanent gravestones, thesé wooden mosses were sent home. Most of them 
were gradually lost, or, if they were placed in a churchyard, they slowly 
decayed and have by now disappeared. 


In Deddington, for some reason, they were given a permanent home in the 
church, where, protected from rain. and beetles, they will remain for ever. 
They are a poignant reminder of the First War, and draw us to the long list 
of those who wexe killed then, end the much. shorter list of those who died 
dn. 1939~45 6

I point out two features of those who are thus remembered. 

1. They were local. They were just like the boy in the next desk at school, 
the girl behind you in the shop. They were not nameless remote 
characters, They died for us, who now live here. 

2. They were all young. Meny were still unmarried. To say that they gave 
their lives is easy. They gave their families, the joys of homes and 
children, the good they could have done, all their potential 
achievements . 


What do these crosses mean to children today, indeed to all under, say, 
30 years old? Ilow can they remember what they have never known? Somehow 
we mast teach every new generation that we all have to pay the full price 
for our freedoms, our beliefs and values, our belonging together and our 
country. "There is no discharge in the war." 


Rememberance Sunday this year is 14th November. Please be early in Church 
for the Two Minute Silence at 11 o'clock; or in the churchyard by the 
War Memorial for the laying.of wreaths at the same time.

NATURE NOTES 


A fairly vare noth was found by Charlie Gibbs in his garden in Earls Lane 
lately. 


It was a convolvulus hawk moth, and it was sunning itself on a sock 
hanging on the clothes line. This is a very large moth, and it does not 
often breed in this country, but migrates here from the continent. 


As its name suggests, it feeds on the nectar of the convolvulus plant., 
and any long tubular flowers, such as petunias and nicotiana. It gets 
at the nectar with a remarkably long proboscus, about 5 inches long, 
and it hovers in flight over the plant as it drinks. It is also a very 
strong fast flyer and is said to be able to travel at about 40 miles 

an hour. © 


The hedgehogs are still very active in our gardens at night. I find 
droppings all over our lawn each morning. They are now feeding well 
with all the slugs and earth worms that are plentiful in this wet 
weather, 


Food now will give the hedgehog fat reserves for their winter eee 
hibernation ahead. This will begin in November and go on until March 
or even April. 


During hibernation the breathing and heart beat will become so slow 
that it almost stops, and the animal then uses very little food 
reserve which it has stored to get it through the winter.

Deddington Fire Service 


Many people have said that since the fire siren was dispensed with they 
never know when we turn out to fires as the firemen are now summoned to 
the station by means of pocket alerters (bleepers) it is my intention 
to give a monthly summary of the calls we receive. 


To date this year we have received 149 calls. They are divided up as 
follows : 94 fires ranging from car and lorry fires, chimney fires, 
barn fires, house fires, factory fires and railway locomotive fires. 

2/7 mechanical false alarms - these are where premises have automatic 
fire alarms and a fault develops on the system setting off the alarm. 

4 false alarms with good intent. Tkse are occasions when someone has 
good reason for assuming there is a fire and calls the fire brigade. 

3 maliscious false alarms - on these occasions someone is stupid enough 
and thoughtless enough to call us out when they know full well there is 
no fire or any other form of incident. 


8 special service calls. These include road traffic accidents, 
chemical washdowns and aircraft crashes. We have also received 14 
calls to stand by at Banbury fire station when both of Banbury's 
appliances have been attending incidents of considerable duration and 
we have been called to cover any incidents that might have arisen on 
their fire area whilst they were out. 


You will also see in this month's issue we are recruiting for more fire- 
fighters. This is because we are desperately under strength. We are 
allowed 12 full cover units at Deddington. At present we have only 5 
full cover men who give fire cover 2) hours per day and 3 part cover men 
whose fire cover adds up to 2 full wits. Therefore we are 5 full 
units understrength.

DEDDING!ON PEOPLE - PROFILE — AMY FOREMAN 


Mrs Foreman, Amy, to those who know her, is that sma!] 
brisk purposeful lady walking down the Hempton Road, 
crossing at the lights, making for the Banbury bus 
stop or out on old folk calls. 


A Londoner by birth, she was one of a family of three 
Sisters and a brother, the brother being born in the 
First World War and killed in the last War. Her 
family upbringing was the foundation for her attitude 
to life - give and take - sing and play. They all 

had jobs to do, made their own entertainment and res- 
pected their elders. Amy quotes how when visitors 
came to tea her mother would indicate a plate of cakes 
as "FHB" meaning "family hold back". She speaks 
highly of her father who wouldn't sell in his butcher's 
shop anything that was processed or food that he him- 
self would not eat. This attitude to food has been dominant in Amy's life - all 
good plain food, naturally grown, your own baking because you know full well what 
goes into it and guidance from reading of numerous books on nutrition. 


Married in September 1934 to Lewis Foreman, a signalman, later Clerk to the 
Deddington Parish Council. Their first home was at Bicester, then after !2 months 
Lewis was moved to the Aynho signal box (a rise of 5s.0d. per week) and they moved 
to a cottage in the High Street - 'No No' — no name, no number, close to Green- 
wood's Garage. They then moved to Clifton and here this village has happy memor~ 
ies for Amy "the people were so friendly and really we were one big happy family". 
“At that time there 
were two places for 
worship - a small 
Church of England 
Church and a small 
Weslyan Hall close 
to Welford's farm. 
Clifton had its 
own Post Office 
and a small grocer's 
shop. Anything 
else one required 
you simply walked

There was a small break in their stay in this area when Lewis was promoted to a 

signalbox at Snow Hill, Birmingham. Amy simply hated Small Heath; nostalga won 

and they were back to the peace and friendliness of Deddington and took up resi- 
dence in Castle Street. Amy makes a great point of the friendliness she has 


iington folk this belonging and to do something 
caused her to ia Church where she was the Treasurer for 15 years. 


In those days she i =e on special occas.ons not only was the Church full but 
the gallery as weli. At chis time she helped with school dinners and as a home 
help for the elderly Deddingtonians such as Miss Turner, Mrs Holloway and Mrs 
Crowe. 


Chatting in the butcher's shop one day Reg Powell the butcher asked her if she 
would care for a change of job which resulted in Amy keeping his books for 15 
years. During this period she was assistant librarian with Mrs Doris Phillips 
for nine years and reflecting she states how she admired Doris Phillips so much, 
loved the job of meeting the people and dealing with books. The pressure was 
now on her to give up much of her work and retire which she was persuaded to 
do. The next few months she felt empty and useless and as things happen she 
read in the Banbury Guardian an advertisement by the Banbury Social Services 
wanting. voluntary workers to help in the centres for the blind, handicapped 
and old age pensioners. Amy wrote offering her services free in any capacity 
for two days a week provided they transported her or reimbursed the bus fares. 
She was immediately accepted and on Thursday 4th September 1975 helped at the 
Day Centre for the Elderly. The next Tuesday she was helping the blind and 
the handicapped and by now she felt she justified her living and her pension. 


A sticker for routine, accuracy, good food and exercise I wondered how this 
attitude to life developed and casually she told me as a young girl she was 
a wages clerk in the Head Office of the large Vesty Brothers in London being 
promoted some years later to top paid job of Company Cashier - a job she 
really loved. I could now see how this natural ability for accuracy, pride 
in maintaining detail and the pleasure she obtained by helping people, based 
on her family life had developed over the years. 


Amy's weekly commitments are:- Monday - Salvation Army, Over 60's: Tuesday - 
blind and handicapped people, Banbury: Wednesday ~ Deddington Holly Tree Club 
and visits: Thursday - Banbury OAP Woodgreen Hall: Friday - Deddington, house- 
work and visits: Saturday - Bodicote with her son's family: Sunday - morning 
Weslyan Church, evening Congregational Church. Believe it or not this lady 

is all but 80 years of age .......eeeeeeee04- that's Amy Foreman.

Cheesecake with Fruit Seuce 


This is a bit of a luxury pudding, but it keeps well in the Freezer and 
a little goes a long way. 


Base: 8 ozs Digestive Biscuits, crumbled and mixed with 4 ozs melted 
butter. Grease the bottom of a 8" flan or cake tin and press mixture 
into the bottom. Put in freezer or top part of fridge to set. 
Filling: 12 ozs curd cheese. This is a low Fat'Soft cheese. 

4. 0Z8 castor sugar

LETTER FROM MR. BOWERMAN, CLIFTON 


I would like to reply to your recent article in which Mr. Fuller said he 
had the first tractor in this district in 1935. I worked for Mr. Welford 
in Clifton, and in 1922 we had our first tractor, which was a T-Ford type 
tractor built in Cork, Ireland. It had no mudguards, no brakes, and no 
governor, cost £120, and compared to todays huge models it would look like 
a Heath Robinson creation. 


Zt sometimes took hours to start, and usually a wag woulé suggest it 
needed a new flint, or perhaps the petrol was twisted in the pipe. It did 
twelve years work and ran on ordinary household paraffin. 


We also had the first power mower in 1929, which was just the knife bar 
5 feet wide which fitted between the front and rear wheels. Power was 
taken £rom the rear of the tractor.
